ABLE SERMON BY THE 
RETIRING MODERATOR 


‘The Messenger, the Message and 
the Enquiry,’’ Is Subject of 
Dr, McKay. | 


The thitty-eighth annual General | 
Assembly of Ministers and Elders of | 
the Presbyterian Church in Camniuda 
Was opened last night under auspl- 
cious clge umstances In the First 
Church, The attendance was very | 
large taxing the capacity of the build 
ing to the utmost. Many attendants 
Were, in fact, turned away, the meet | 
ipg being the first of the kind to be | 
held in this city. In the congrega } 
tion, in addition to delegates from all] 
ever the Dominion, were a large num | 
ber of the professional and business 
men of Edmonton. The interior of | 
the church was decorated for the oc- | 
casion and music was furnished by a 
large choir. : 

The Rev. Dr. A. B. Baird pre 
Sided and conducted the opening ser- | 
vice, assisted by prominent members | 
of the Assembly, The annual sermon ji 
was preached by the Rev. R, P.{ 
Mackay, of Toronto, the retiring mod- | 
erator, Dr, Mackay has been for a | 
number of yeurs the secretary of the 
Home Mission committee of the} 
Church, and his sermon indicated his | 
Geqp interest iu this work. The ad- 
dress was a declaration of the need 
of a living faith to meet a world-wide 
need, The text Was selected from 
Isaiah xxi:11, “The ®urden of Du 
mah, He calleth to me out of Seir, 
Watceman, what of the night? The 
morning cometh and also the night; 
if ye will enquire, enquire ye; re- 
turn, come.’’ | 

The Land We Live in. } 

After some introductory words, Dr 
Mackay stated that he would speak 
of the “Messenger, the Message and 
the Enquiry.” Dealing with the sec- 
ond portion of his subject he said: 

“What is the message today? It 
does not require much of the pro- 
phet spiritgto recognize that we are 
jiving in xtraordinary times—excep 
tional Gonditions The fields are 
white to the harvest. 

What of our country? Can we 
not say of it as Moses did of the land 
of Canaan, that “It is a land of hills 
and valleys and drinketh water of 
the rains of heaven, A land which 
the Lord thy God careth for the 
eyes of the Lord God are always 
upon it—from the beginning of the} 
year to the end of the year.” Is that 
not an accurate description of this 
wonderful inheritance that has fallen 
to the Canadian people’ It is 80 
richly endowed as in recent years to 
have attracted the attention of the 
civilized world. The tide of popula- 
tion has turned this way. A tew 
yeurs ago 65 per cent of those em! 
grating from the British Isles fo md 
their homes on foreign shores, and 
only 36 per cent cam and dwelt un 
der the British flax Last year those 
figures were reversed—65 per cent 
remained under the British flag and 


35 per cent went to foreign shores. 
Fabulous Production. 

Then, what of the productiveness 
—the resources of our country? It 
is fabulous. We have learned = to 
speak in millions. The output of 
the forests, $77,000, 900; of the dairy, 
$100,000,000; of the mines, $105, 
000,000; of the farm, $565,000,000 
ete. And yet we have but tour shed | 
the fringe of our resources. 

In addition to that, ought we not 
to add what is even better than mii- 
lions—the vigorous and health-giv- 
ing climate, the beauty of mountain 
and prairie, forest and lake rive!
